G . S . R . 95 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution , the Presidcrit hereby makes the following rules regulat 
ing the method of recruitment to the post of Hindi Omcer in the Forest Research 
Institute and Colleges , Dehra Dun , namely : 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Forest Research Institute and 
Colleges, Dehra Dun ( Hindi Officer ) Recruitment Rules, 1963. 

2 . Application . -- These rules shall apply to the post of illndi Officer in the 
Forest Research Institute and Colleges , Dehra Dun . 

3 . Number , Classifcation and Scale of pay . — The number of the said post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules . 

4 . Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule . 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment in columu 6 
of the Schedule may be relaxed by the Union Public Service Commission : 

(a ) in the case of Government servants ; and 
( b ) in the case of persons belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 

Tribes or other special categories of persons, 
in accordance with the general orders of the Central Government issued from 
time to time. 

5 , Disqualification . ( 1 ) No person , who has more than one wife living or who , 
having a spouse living , marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life -time of such spouse , shall he eligible 
for appointment to the said post ; and 

( 2 ) No woman , whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post . 

6 . Power to relax . — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do , it may by order , for reasons to be recorded in 
writing , and after consultation with the Union Public Service Commission , relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
porsons.
